AN OCEAN TRIP FROM E- 
SENADA TO SAN QUINTIN. 


The Coast Above San Quintin—List of 
Passengers—Trolling for Spanish 
Mackere!l—Father Horton's Plaints 
—San Pedro Mountains, Etc. 


SAN Quintrn (Lower California), 
Oct. 6, 1887.—[Special Correspondence 
of Tux Times.| The steamer White- 
law left Ensenada at 10 o'clock last 
night, bound for San Quintin. I re- 
tired early to avoid another attack of 
mal de mer. When I awoke this morn- 
ing the steamer was pointed between 
the mainland of Lower California on 
the left hand and the island of San Mar- 
tin on the right hand, the latter ground 
being distant several miles out in the 
ocean. The waters of the great deep 
were calm, the rocky motion of the 
boat of the day previous had altogether 
disappeared, and with the calms of the 
sea the qualms of my stomach had 
passed away. After eating a good 
meal I ascended to the quarter deck 


and tookein the situation. The Paci.uc 


Ocean was for once true to its name. 
The morning fog was rolling upward, 
revealing the coast line with its long 
beach, upon which the surf was beating 
and roaring. The cliffs of white sand 
and black rock loomed above the waters, 
and at different points sharply-defined 
peaks were outlined against the eastern 
sky. On the west the island of San 
Martin rose out of the water likea 
round knoll, being some four miles in 
diameter and probably 300 feet in 
height.

THE SAN PEDRO DE MARTIS. 

That is one of the grandest mountains 
on the peninsula. I was up and over it 
last summer on mule back for there 
are no roads. The mountain is about 
ninety miles northeast of San Quintin. 
The highest point I attained-on it was 
12.800 feet above sea level. There 
were summits above me which must 
reach 15,000 feet. The summit of the 


mountain is ninety miles long aud p 


twenty-live miles wide. Snow falls 
only in the winter, Itis the backbone 
of the peninsula ridge. The mountain 
is of nite, while its east side is com- 
of porphyry, slate, quartz and 
green stone, all broken.”’ 
“THE TIMBER BELT 
covers all the mountain except a strip 
on the west side, south of the middle. 
This strip is from three to five miles 
wide, and is from twenty-fiveto thirty 
miles long. Even one-quarter of this 
apparent treeless belt is covered with 
pine, mostly white, but some sugar, 
and fir and red cedar. 

The trees on San Pedro Mountain 
average twenty-six la to the acre, 
and twenty-eight small, three to five 
logs to the tree, two and a half tothree 
feet in diameter, and will cut about 
20,000 feet to the acre. 

found trees 201 feet long that are 
twenty-three feet in circumference at 
a height of one foot from ground, 
and are fifty feet Pp to the first limb, 
and sixteen feet In circumference at 
that point. What do you think of that? 
Why, [ saw plenty of fir and red cedar 
that are twenty-five feet in circumfer- 
ence only one foot above ground. 

“NUMEROUS STREAMS OF WATER 
flow down the San Pedro Mountain, 
which measure,on an average 
1500 to 8000 miners’ inches. San Pedro 
de Martis is one of the principal 
mountains of the Sierra Madre range, 
which is a continuation of the Sierra 
Nevadaof Alta California. The Sierra 
Madre are the water divide of the 
Peninsula for its whole length. On the 
west side are fertile valleys and mesas 
as far south as Ihave explored. In 
fact, the further south you the bet - 
ter the country becomes. climate 
is cool and even. : 

East of the Sierra Madre the range 
of level country is of a more narrow 
compass. and, while the soil is equally 
us fertile as on the Pacific Coast, yet 
theclimate of the Gulf Coast is subject 
to greater extremes. Itis very hot in 
the summer, but 1 don’t think that 
will prevent its settlement. Wild hemp 
grows there. The pearl beds are on 
the gulf coust, and the geological forma- 
tion of the east side shows that it must 
be rich in minerals. I saw plenty of 
such indications.”’ 


GAME. 

„Black and white-tail deer and mouse 
deer and antelope abound in great 
numbers in the valleys and mesas. 
There are no bears. Quail exist in in- 
numerable numbers everywhere. The 
fresh water lagoons are frequented by 
large numbers of ducks and plover.

cisco Committee of Vigilance in 1856, 
hanging was by no means the most 
general punishment inflicted.

Not many miles beyond Barstow, un

On the wide wastes of Ari- 
zona are here and there to be found 
the remains of Aztec or Toltec water- 
ways, half concealed by the leaning 
sage and bayoneted cacti.

In places harvests of-grain were 
grown. e desert air blew soft above 
the rnde homes of a vanished people. 
Towns and Vill datted the wastes 
that are now silent and uninhabited. 
What led to the destruction of those 
water-ways, those rained ueducts, 
and the abandonment of habitations, 
history does not tell us. But with the 
cessation of the water supply the green 
oasis was given over to the drifting 
desert sands, where only an occasional 
Indian hut is now reared, beside which, 
in her filth and squalid e = 
native squaw squats by her fire 
bunch grass or brush, over which is the 
vessel which holds the rabbit which she 
is 8 for the midday meal. 

This wide desert oppresses us with 
its vastness. Its silence weighs upon 
us. Its solitariness impresses us. Its 
brilliant sunshine almost blinds us. 
Its mountain grandeur fills us with its 
sublimity. It is like a glimpse of the 
infinite. 

Turn whichever way we will the 
same untamed wildness is all about us, 
and the same unbroken silence. Every- 
where there is room for question. 
Everywhere we feel the sense of a 
vague — to have everything 
made plain us. Everywhere we 
— what civilization will yet do 
for this desert region, what part it will 
yet play in the economy of our nation’s 
future. Already the herdsman has 
his thousands of cattle. sheep and 
horses upon the plains of New Mexico 
and Arizona. ili they hold nothing 
more in the future, or will they be 
made fit for human occupancy? Will

tunnel was the danger of the invasion 
of England by the French, it would 
seem as if the same objection 
would, to some extent, apply 
to a bridge.-In either case it is 
difficult to see any reason for 
hostility to an improvement o! the 
means of communication between the 
two great countries. Whether a bridge 
can actually be built and maintained 
across, a stretch of twenty miles of 
stormy sea is a question in regard to 
which many competent engineers will 
have very serious doubts.

SAN QuinTIN (Lower California), 
Oct. 6, 1887.—[ Special Correspondence 
of Tue Times.| The steamer White- 
law left Ensenada at 10 o'elock last 
night, bound for San Quintin. I re- 
tired early to avoid another attack of 
mal de mer. When I awoke this morn- 
ing the steamer was pointed between 
the mainland of Lower California on 
the left hand and the island of San Mar- 
tin on the right hand, the latter ground 
being distant several miles out in the 
ocean. The waters of the great deep 
were calm, the rocky motion of the 
boat of the day previous had altogether 
disappeared, and with the calms of the 
sea the qualms of my stomach had 
passed away. After eating a good 
meal I ascended to the quarter deck 


and tookein the situation. The Paciue 


Ocean was for once true to its name. 
The morning fog was rolling upward, 
revealing the coast line with its long 
beach, upon which the surf was beating 
and roaring. The cliffs of white sand 
and black rock loomed above the waters, 
and at different points sharply-defined 
peaks were outlined against the eastern 
sky. On the west the island of San 
Martin rose out of the water likea 
round knoll, being some four miles in 
diameter and probably 300 feet in

That is one of the grandest mountains 
on the peninsula. I was up and over it 
last summer on mule back for there 
are no roads.

The highest point I attained-on it was 
12.800 feet above sea level. There 
were summits above me which must 
reach 15,000 feet. The summit of the 
mountain is ninety miles long and 
twenty-five miles wide. Snow falls 
only in the winter. Itis the backbone 
of the peninsula ridge. The mountain 
is of granite, while its east side is com- 
2 porphyry, slate, quartz and 
green stone, all broken.”’

During the sway of the San Fran- 
cisco Committee of Vigilance in 1856,

Years 
must be devoted to the study of the de- 
tails and principles, and a man must 
make himself a master in the profes- 
sion before he presumes to hope for a 
responsible executive position. But 
other things being equal, the college 
man is better fitted to undertake just 


as great. I would advise young 
graduates to consider. carefully the 
advantages offered by railroading over 
the other professions, and if a decision 
is made in favor of the former, then 
such a person should enter the service 
of arailroad in almost any capacity. 
The daily routine should be looked upon 
as a school of preparation, and then at 
least two years more to gain a position 
in his profession, so the preparatory 
period in railroading would be as far 
advanced in his life-work as one who 
would choose any other occupation.

ducers of first-class raisias this year 
will be firm they will realize the full 
value for their The time has 
when sins from California 
will be sold all the way from 15 to 50 
per cent. under a Malaga raisin, that is 
no better—if it is as We refer, 
of course, to first-class California 
raisins, well graded and uniformly 
packed. Certain brands of California 
raisins, which have already reached 
New York this year, of the new crop, 
have been pronounced there by the 
largest dealers as superior to the 
Malaga fruit, and such brands are 
bringing prices equal to, and in some 
instances above, the g 
Were it not for the senseless offers of 
packers here, who, in their anxiety to 
sell, deliberately cut prices without any 
reason, every lot of raisins 
acked here this year could be sold 
ully up to the Malaga. It is these very 
senseless and indiscriminate cutting 
of prices that keeps California raisins 
so much below the imported. Eastern 
jobbers have gotten into the habit of 
expecting to buy raisins from Califor- 
nia (who even admit that they are 
19 to the Spanish), at anywhere from 
to 40 cent. below the 
Spanish raisins. They can hardly 
be blamed for this, as certain 
— here have educated them up to 
his belief. Some fine pene of rai- 
sins is going on in this State in various 
sectionsthis year, and Oalifornia rai- 
sin producers and packers all have the 
opportunity now to insist upon and 
maintain their rights. There never 
has been such a demand for California 
raisins as exists this year, and all good 
packs are being ed for and taken 
rapidly at full outside prices. The 
market in 1— is strong and tending 
upward, as they have had heavy rains 
there which have done a great deal of 
damage to the crops, and our latest re- 
perts from New ork show that they 
are — there a — amount of 
rain-damaged fruit. This will tend to 
still further advance Catifornia raisins 
in the estimation of the entire Eastern 
trade. Any packers or producers, 
therefore, who will take the slightest 
trouble to inform th ves as to the 
condition of the markets East and of 
the Spanish market, will see for them- 
selves that cutting prices is only carry- 
ing out the bad icy which has been 
in vogue for a number of years here, 
by constantly conveying to the East- 
ern trade the idea, that while they 
must pay fancy prices for the rey 8 
they must also necessarily buy the Cal- 
ifornia raisins at a low price.
